Th chief factors in a student's efficiency are careful- 
ness and effective habits of study. Efficiency does not 
mean, constant study with no Mie left for recreation, 
dates, hobbies, and other interests. Efficiency means 
doing things on time, thoroughly in the 1^ possible way^ 
. in the one way that is best for you. 

Samuel Smith in his guide to best jnethods of study 
recommends that by fallowing these %w simple sugges- 
tions you can increase your efficiency considerably. • 

(1) Make up a schedule for your studying. 

(2) Set aside a suitable place for your work, and 
begin promptly. , 

(3) Concentrate until you liave finished at least" one 
•major worthwhile task. 

(4) Keep up with your daily assignments. , 

(5) Ldmit your program and everyday efforts to what 
you can accomplish. 

(6) Instead of worrying about examinations an« per- 
sonal problems, keep busy. 

. ^ Systematic, methods of learning may require more ef- 
- fort and patience in the beginning; but soon they become 
haktual and effective. V

Think and Act 
Suggests Co-ed

Most of us are familiar with the 
story of the Pied Piper of Hamlin. 
When the citizens refeised to pay 
him for piping rats out of Hamlin, 
he began to play another tune 
on his pipes. It was a gay tune. 
It seemed to promise a Never 
Never Land of toys, candy, and 
continual play. All of the children 
came out of their houses aifd 
followed him and were never seen 
again. 

This fable developed from an 
actual incident in history, the 
Children's Crusade in 1212. Child- 
ren left not only Hamlin but all 
the towns , through which the* cru- 
sade passed in Germany and 
France. Their "Pied Piper" piped 
a tune that said only the innocent 
children could free Jerusalem from 
the infidels. Many children came 
with 8ta,rs in their eyes. Some of 
the people watched the procession 
as a spectacle, while others wept. 
A few tried to stop it at the risk 
of being branded as heretics. The 
procession of thousands of starry 
eyed children with their crosses 
and their songs finally reached 
.Uie siea — all but Jew who could 
not keep up. There ' were ships 
waittnjp to take them to the Holy 
Land presumably, but the oppor- 
tunists who had attached them- 
selves to the crusade sold" the 
^children into slavery and prostitu- 
tion. They were never seen again. 
Socialism Crusade 
There is a preseht-^ay analogy 
to that crusade. The tune played 
today promises a Never Nevei 
Land of security and freedom from 
want. It is the tune of socialism. 
It bids us to trust our leaders, 
and to have no fear. There are 
many sincere people — both 
Republicans and Democrats — who 
are joining Uiis crusade. Some of

type was held October 17, K ^gly 
and was' the longest news e&^^t" 
eace taking place during Governor 
Lawrence's term of office. 

Participating in the enlighten- 
ing and interesting press confer- 
ence, which took place in the gov- 
ernor's ornate reception room in 
the capiiol in Harrisburg, were 
nearly 60 students representing 42 
{'Pennsylvania colleges, including 
12 state colleges. 

Sen; Clark Visits 

A highlight of the conference 
was the visit of Senator Joseph 
Clark, who answered various ques- 
tions posed by the students. 

The 70 minute news conference 
was comprised primarily of ques- 
tions conceminj^ education and its 
purposes, inel^d^f taftiionii, ttect- 
book tax exemptions, in-service 
teacher trainingri— scholarships, 
•community ' colleges, . .and master 
plans. , . 

the first question* of the session 
concerning the primary function of 
a state university was quickly an- 
swered, "to educate," and was fur- 
thered by, ''it is supposed to do the 
most that it can for residents- of 
the BtaU» . . . carrying the tax bur- 
den** . . . "and develop the person- 
nel in every phase of the univer- 
sity." Governor Lawrence also re- 
tnarked that the university would 
make no distinction at all in edu- 
cating members of various income 
brackets. 



' Another question directed to the 
governor concerned making pro- 
visions . . . through Congress for 
a tuition drop in connection with 
scholarships. To this he stated 
that he firmly believes that there 
are net nearly enough scholarships 
in the country and that "we missed 
out on a lot of outstanding brains 
because the brain happened to 
come from a family that could not 
afford to give the youngster the 
proper edocation."- 

To a question concerning tne 
contest involving the governor's 



successor preferente, the gentle- 
man tartly replied, "I would not 
care to (comBaent)". 

Various queries about the 
exemption of textbooks from the 
four per cent sales tax all found 
a common answer, "probably yes, 
but what constitutes a textbdokt" 

Keep Biidget Balaaeed 

Questions directed to the state's 
fiscal budget found the governor 
answering that ''we have the bud- 
get balanc'^ for the first time in 
14 yearsh and we arel going to keep 
it balanced ... if any legislation 
comes over (my desk) that would 
put the budget out of balance, I 
will veto it." A question followed 
which posed the idea that if any 
piece of legislation were an aid-to- 
education and would upset the 
budget, would he still feel bound 
to veto it. At this point the gov- 
ernor explained his strong views 
were a result of the -deficit caus- 
ed by previous legislatures which 
his administratitn 1^ pMuaai^ to 
erase. 

Active Till'Death 

- Various other questions center- 
ing around redistricting and fed- 
eral control were asked, as well as 
one concerning Governor Law- 
rence's future plans. His reply 
was, "I have no defini£e plans, ex- 
cept to finish out this term and do 
as good a job as I can the next 
eleven months. But I intend to 
''wr ite a ' couple of books — one on 
taet bne on the Pittsburgh 
Renaissance of which I was a part. 
I am going to keep active in poli- 
tics. As I said not long ago, I ex- 
pect to be active until the priest 
says the pater noeter over me 
when they are putting me under 
six foot of ^oundi"

National Perseverance 
Patriotism is simply "caring for 
One's country," and yet the things 
which Washington cared most 
about are constantly with us to- 
day. His bsaic hope and dream as 
"Father of Our Country" was that 
^ jGAlte should penwvere. He 
#ss ^i^^C^rst (rf* many to iii- 
grain this into the hearts and 
minds of present day Americans. 

A phrase used by Abraham Lin- 
coln in Kis Gettysburg Address will 
explain the situation, **Now we are 
met on a great battlefield of that 
war, testing whether that natiiin, 
or any nation so conceived and so 
dedicated can long endure." 

Lincoln feared for the endur- 
ance of his nation in his day as 
did Washington in his. 

Today's l-'ears Different 
We fear today also, though for 
a very different reason. It is prob- 
able that the idea of total annihila- 
tion was inconceivable to George 
Washington in his time. The reali- 
sation of this to us should only 
Intensify the basic ideals and be- 
lief which Washington had in his 
America. Whether fighting with 
our first president to establish a 
nation together or witii Mr. Ken- 
nedy, our thirty-fourth, to keep it 
from total material destruction we 
still uphold these values on which 
our country was founded. A 
Symbol of Strength" 
Washingrton was the first of a 
line of gr*>nt men who were lead- 
ers of oiTi- nation.

Advocates Philosophy 

When asked if he had anything 
to say to prospective educators in 
general and music educators in 
particular, Professor VanEss re- 
plied that the formulation of a 
philosophy of life in general and 
a philosophy of teaching are of ut- 
most importan$:e. The writings of 
the principal scholars, historians 
and scientists of all periods of 
history, should form the basis for 
the development of the philosophy 
which is,-sp drastically needed by 
every teacher in music.

Millan demonstrated his method of 
carrying out his firm belief in 
this maxim. After a brief intro- 
duction by at very good friend and 
shipmate, James V. Stowell of 
Canton, who was a member of his 
1946 northern expedition, McMil- 
lan proceeded to thrill his audience 
of better 4han 90(1 :^th tales and 
motion pictures of ~dne^of hte 
trips to the northern fringes of 
the world. He is very proud that 
his /schooner, the BoWdoin, has 
never had a sailor on board; it 
has always been manned entirely 
by ^college boys who chose to spend 
i their summer learning new things 
rather tiuui having a lazy vaca- 
tion. 

Strongest Ship in World 
Rear Adm. McMillan is a veter- 
an of .30 Arctic expeditions — the 
-^rst^^flie^ Petry North Pole dash 
in 1908-09 and his last aboard his 
schooner in 1954. The Bowdoin, 
made of native white oak, double- 
timbered, and double-paneled, was 
built especially for Arctic sailing, 
and is the strongest ship in the 
world. McMillan has sailed over 
90,000 miles in his life, and his 
ship has never lost a man. 

Descriptively and visually, he 
took the audience with him on his 
northern trip to Labrador and 
Greenland. His movies included 
viewn of such exciting adventures 
as cod fishing, whale skinning, 
navigation in a sea of icebergs, 
and the only pictures in the world 
of a polar bear swimming under 
water. 

McMillan is a native of Province- 
town, Massachusetts, and the son 
of a sea captain who was lost on 
a voyage at sea. He has been ax- 
ploring for the last forty years.

Others include the 
Emest Hutcheson Awai^ to the 
most outstanding Juilliard gradu- 
ate; in 1954, the Kosciusko Foun- 
dation Chopin Award; and in 1956, 
the first prize in the Munich 
International Competition. To date, 
he is the only American to have 
achieved this- distinction. 

Mr. Mathis has appeared with 
the Dallas Symphony under Antal 
Dorati and Walter Hendl, the 
Houston Symphony under Ernest 
Hoffman, and theXdttle Orchestra 
Society vu.er Thomas Scherman.

Consider: all the paintings were 
done not with brashes, but witl^ 
various sized palette knives (more 
or less a flexible letter-opener 
type of tool), yet each artist's 
works are completely different 
ff&m the other's and from each

^ Difference in Stroke 
Prof. Runyon uses longer, bold- 
er strokes than does Prof. Fowler, 
however both get the effect of 
rapidly moving water with amaz- 
ing sensitivity (see Fowler's Pop- 
alopin Creek ; Runyon's Adventure- 
some Interlude). 

Prof. Runyon's paintings deal 
not with things, but with concepts ; 
this was readily exhibited by Ad- 
venturesome Iitterl^e ^^where a 
shjp cannot be seen eonventiionally 
represented,- yet few covM^ dehsr 
that the essence of a ship is pres- 
ent. 

On th« other hand. Prof. Fowler 
deals impressionisticly with things: 
Ms Wild Mustard on Hake's Farm 
dcdSnitely shows grazing animals 
when seen from the distance — as 
all these paintings should be — yet 
close up, they are mere blobs of 
white. Equally diffJcoIt to compre- 
hend is that the misty quality of 
Hike's and Rieppel's Farms, 
Mansfield and the sturdiness of 
Shacks: Rockport, Mass. were cre- 
ated with the same tjrpe of paint- 
application. Within Red in the 
Morning: Boston Harbor, the paint 
itself varies in thickness from the 
heavy clouds to the sunny spots 
#here the canvas's Bi33rfa<!& ts bire- 
ly covered. 

Daydream Depicted 

In th(B , illustrious "one man's 
opinion," Prof. Runyon's Frag- 
mentation depicts a daydream, 
starting at nothing, leading into 
a hundred/^iotions each of which 
goes ^ on . its own tangent, pro- 
gresses to another t)iou{(ht and 
somehow the mind is back at noth- 
ing again. 

Further investigation will reveal

The Day Student elections, held 
on February 14 (during which ' 
only 34 out of 500 day students 
^ted), has started a chain of 
events whidi inay result in ji bet- 
ter Day Student Organizatoon at 
MSG. 

The election turn-out was 
brought up in Student Council 
on February 19. The general feel- 
ing was that something is definite- 
ly lacking in the Day Student Or- 
ganization, that it should be in- 
vestigated and aometiiittg done i 
about it. 

The question was also raised 
as to why the Day Students have 
not been allowed to use the |400 
which was allocated them to im- 
prove the Day Room in the Stu- 
dent Center. The answer to this 
was that there is lack of stu- 
dent intercNM; Mid co-c^ration to ' 
get_the request passed. 

Lack Facilities ; 

About one-half of the student 
body is day students and its 
facilities certainly need improving. 
Is the lack of interest due to dis- 
couragement because of the very 
few considerations which have 
been given the day students in the 
past? Committees have run into 
near indifference on the problems 
of parking, mail-boxes, and im- 
provement . of the t^per Day 
Room. 

Opinions were aired and sugges- ■* 
tions made at another meeting. 
One of these was that there is too- 
much conflict of interest and 
needs between the commuting stu- 
dents and those who live in town. 
Splittting the oijganization into 
separate clubs (commuters and 
residents) might replace one 
large ine ffective or ganization with 
two smaller more effective clubs, 
Irat wouldn't splitting result in a 
loss, rather than a gain of power 
for the Day Students? 

Small Attendance 

Another , opimon w^s . that, in 
general, the day students do not,, 
seem to be intcfrested in being 
part of an active organization. 
This is evidenced by the fact that 
few attends the monthly meetings. 

The < group is large and scat- 
tered, and communications ar^ 
poor. But Without an orgruiization, 
how can the problems and needa 
of the day students be solved? 
The executive board can present 
projtects, but they must have 
student interest and support bo- 
fore they can be completed. 

Another opinion was expressed 
by a resident student who had 
lived in the dorm until this year. 
He felt the Day Students Organ- 
ization is run by just a certain 
group, mainly commuters. 
Rcorguriao Board 

It is true that more wide- 
spread representation is needed, 
but if the resident students are 
interested in havirtg a voice in 
the Day Student government, they 
should attend the meetings.

Thirty-two educators represent- 
ing the schools of Tioga, Brad- 
ford and Sullivan Counties meeting 
at Mansfitfld State College, on 
March 7 voted to consider the 
establishment of a regional in- 
structional film library under the 
auspices of the Audio Visiial Sec- 
tion of th^ Dapsdf^siit Fuhlte 
Instruction. 

They heard E. W. Davidson, a 
D. P. L rcfpresentative, outline or- 
ganization of the 15 present re- 
gional film libraries which serve 
more than a million and a half 
Pennsylvania pupils. , 

Films of the proposed coopera- 
tive library would be stored at 
Mansfidd State College and would 
be rotated among schools by auto 
or parcel post or both, accordilig 
to a study of possible routes and 
facilities. 

Upgrade in Teaching 
Davidson stressed the convic- 
tion that instructional films in no 
way replace the classroom teacher. 
He said they constitute "an up- 
grading of teaching," 

Pupils of the three county area 
number 25,000, Schools of Potter, 
McKean, Elk and Cameron Coun- 
ties may also be invited to join 
the project if it is approved. The 
speaker recommended a starting 
library of 400 reels. They would 
be available at an annual per 
pupil assessment.

Eugene 
CNeill's "Mourning Becomes Elec- 
tra," Jean - Paul Sartre's "The 
Flies** and Robinson Jeffers' "The 
Tower Beyond Tragedy" are some 
other plays derived from the same

Richardson Retells' 

This retelling of ' the' ancient 
tale in "The Prodigal" by a young, 
new author. Jack Richardson, was 
cited by New York Herald-Tri- 
bune drama critic Walter Kerr as 
'-a permanent contribution to. the 
contemporary theatre.'* Its fresh 
riewpoint shows Orestes as a 
man who wishes an end to the 
vendetta-like bloodletting that is 
required of him by the customs of 
his time as vengeance for his 
father's murder, and a return to 
sanity .and peace.. Orestes is shown 
as knowing that the vengeance he 
is supposed to wreak will breed 
yet more vengeance and tWW teto 
a cycle without end. . 

The play, according to a critic 
on the New York Post, "shows 
how difficult it is for intelligent 
mem to live intelligently in 'a 
foolish world,"

Dr. Gladwyn 
Givcf Views 

Dr. Thomas Gladwjn, an anthro- 
pologist, appeared in Straughn 
Auditorium through the courtesy 
of the American. Anthropological 
Society, Thursday afternoon, 
March 8. He spoke on the anthro- 
pologist's views on school and 
society, and made some generali- 
zations on the current ills from 
which the American schools suf- 
fer and its education i^stem —its. 
good and bad points. 



He said that the schools today 
are held responsible for teaching 
such things as good manners and 
morals, which they are not equip- 
ped to handle, and^ with which, 
they haven't the authdrity to deal. 

He believes that foreign lang- 
uages are of no real benefit the 
way they're . being taught, that 
lhany of the mathematics courses 
required, aren't utilized by high 
school graduates, and that history 
does no more than warn pupils 
of the perils into which societies 
can fall. He thinks that the ma- 
terial which is printed in news- 
papers should instead be the topic 
of study with reference to world 
affairs. 

Standards Raised 
One Ojft the greatest contribu- 
iAoai plSae by the type of edu- 
cation system existing in this 
country, "he said, has been that 
of raising the lower class of peo- 
ple to middle class standards: 
Today, he pointed out, one-third 
of the . people are in the middle 
class, whereas in the past there 
was a very large lower class.

License Violated 
What the" person changed was 
ihlnor and in rio way changed 
my tone or basic attitude reflected 
in the column. However, the im- 
portant point for my protest was 
t h a t it was changed without 
authorization (in my eyes), and 
that this practice violated my 
particular ideas of good taste, 
ethics, and "good ole courteay". 
I didn't exac«y "cotton" to the 
Idea of reading my column as it 
appeared in the Flashlight and 
finding out for the first time that 
changes had been made, and I 
didn't enjoy the prospect ^ IMs 
happening again. 

Joint Property 
I brought this matter up at the

College, a dramatic club as far back as fifty years. 
Records of such a club h^ve been kept since 1941 when 
Miss Elizabeth Allen obtained advisership of the organi- 
zation from Mr. Irving Chatterton; the name was then 

xhanged to College Players. , : '"i^ lL"*^^^^^^^ ^ ' K 



the policy under Miss Allen's 
advisership was to develop initiii- 
tive in students who had no oth- 
er particular outlets. Acting mem- 
bers were required to serve an 
apprenticeship in other phases of 
production, phases such as make- 
up and set design. This require- 
ment was enacted to qualify mem- 
bers for a more complete exper- 
ience if they should be called upon 
to advise similar orgranizations in 
a high school. 

In 1947, Miss ijarah Drum join- 
ed Miss Allen as co-adviser. In 
1952, College Players was united 
by three aims: "To unite all Ihem- 
bers of players soi that all would 
work for the benefit of the or- 
ganization, to have a smooth run- 
ning year,' and to bring Alpha Psi 
Omega (Players* honorary frater- 
nity) into the limelight." It was 
then decided that the aims were 
to be accomplished only by the co- 
operation of an excellent executive 
board and advisers. Tlie motto cho- 
sen for College Players was "The 
World is Our Stage." 

" ' Purposes Listed 

The* constitutional purpose of 
College Players is (1) "to develop 
h\gh standards of dramatic appre- 
ciation; (2) to encourage dramatic 
talent; (3) to give opportunity to 
students to work with and become 
familiar with all phases of dra- 
matic production,, and (4) fO pro- 
mote a sense of co-operation am<ong 
its members." 

Durinp the organizational years 
of Coll«ge Players, as now, tours 
were made for viewing plays as 
produced by other colleges. Last 
year, the players toured in the 
spring at Elmira College and the 
drama festivals of Alfred Uni- 



versity and Bucknell University. 

In recent years, the players have 
been made a division of the Speech 
and Drama portion of the Hunian- 
ities Department. 

Experienced Director 

Mr. Conaway, the present di- 
rector of the College Players, has 
been a member of tile Mansfield 
State College faculty for four 
years. He is a graduate of Cali- 
fornia State College and received 
his Masters Degree in speech and 
theatre at Penhsyivania State *Uni- 
versity. Mr. donaway has com- 
pleted additional theatrical stud- 
ies at Cornell University and the 
University of Wisconsin. Mr. Con- 
away 's capabilities as a director of 
productions at our college have 
been increased by his acting ex- 
perience at the Erie and Pitts- 
burgh Playhouses.

Sister Mary Ursula and Mr. 
Natoli met in 1966 at Clark Uni- 
versity in Worchester, Mass., while 
both were doing their graduate 
work there. She edited his mas- 
ter''s thesis, and asked if he would 
wish to be considered for such 
an authorship. When the plans 
were finally formulated for the 
series, he was approached by 
Allyn and Bacon, and the contract 
was 'signed in Jtufe.

Writing Is Involved 

The practice of writing a text 
is a long, involved, and time con- 
suming process.

The co-authors 
also exchange craft manuscripts. 
A copy of the final manuscript 
must be sent to the American 
Committee on Citizenship, then it 
is finally sent off to the press. 

Mr. Natoli joined Mansfield's 
staff in 1957 and is currently 
teaching courses in cultural geo- 
graphy, world problems in giso- 
graphy, land use and conservation, 
geography of Latin America, and 
teaching of -geography m - the 
secondary CKS^hools.

He obtained his B. S. from 
Kutztown SC where he majored 
in geogpraphy and social studies. 
He then entered the Army for two 
years service from 1961-53. His 
A. M. degree was obtaiifed trom 
Clark University which he attend- 
ed on a scholarsMp and fellow- 
ship. He was also a graduate re- 
search assistant at Clark. 
Chesapeake City, Mazyland, was 
the scene of high school teaching; 
he taught there two years. 

All the required course work 
toward his Ph. D. is completed, 
and Mr. Natoli hopes to finish 
the hulk of his writing~hy the 
end of this summer, leaving time 
to work on his dissertation.

Dwighi Cooke Discusses Four World 
Dangers At Thursday Assembly 

Mr. Dwight Cooke, noted foreign 
correspondent, news analyst, pre- 
dictor and commentator, spoke at 
the assmebly on Thursday after- 
noon, April 6. 

He took a positive stand on 
what he considered to be the four 
great dangers of the world. His 
address was directed to people in 
college, and his advice was, "Don't 
put your heads in the sand as 
your elders have done." He advo- 
cated that we start a revolution in 
thought and, thus, a revolution in 
national policy. 

The first of the four great dan- 
gers he discussed was atomic 
weapons, which he t^id ai% no 
threat ^unless they annihilate Uie 
people a tftfget nyju. — — — 

Riunik Threatens 

However, Mr. Cookie pointed out 
that a weapon which destroys only 
the populace is being prepared by 
Russia. And, according to him, 
that country, is ' the second major 
IhreSit; iflit only for the present 



because there are sharp divisions 
arising between the communist 
countries which are not satellites 
of Russia. This, he said, means 
that the Russians are losing 
ground in their plan to subject 
the non-communist world to com- 
munist domination. 

Most important of the commun- 
istic countries disagreeing with 
Russia is China, believes. ^ Mr. 
Cooke, and he designated her as 
the third great danger because 
the Communist party in South 
Viet Nam is composed of Chinese, 
who^ are beeoining a reaf menace 
there. 

Last of the threats to the world 
mentioned by Mr. Cooke was a 
population explosion in the under- 
developed countries. Despite the 
population decrease in well-deve- 
loped areas, the danger, he stated, 
lies in the possibility of a battle 
between the '^ves" and ithe 
liave note".

The "European Year" is (in- 
ducted at the University of Vienna 
for sophomores and jnnioi^. Class- 
es are conducted in' both German 
and English. Three study trips, 
covering England, France, Bel- 
gium, Luxemburg, Switzerland, 
Austria, Germany^ Italy Mid .^14^, 
are included. 

The program in Paris is an 
"honors program" limited to 
sophomores and juniors with some 
ability in French.

They are concerned, and rightly so, about the apparent 
apathetical attitude of students (and faculty) toward 
efforts to enrich the experience of Mansfield students 
who, by nature of the agrarian loca tion o f the college, 
are forced to live iir^lrt WijMnSTffi 
vacuum without the few college sponsored--events^-^ 

It does cause ohe to wonder when more than 400 stu- 
dents will ride 100 or more miles to attend a championship 
athletic event, but when the "championship cultural 
e ve nts " com e along right here on campus attendance is— 
numbered as low as 60, 150 and 300. Thes& ^gures are 
even more disconcerting when one realizes that probably 
at least half of the 60, 150, and 300 are not students. Even 
the most largely attended event of the April cultural 
offerings involved less "tiiim half of the student body. 

The economic statistiei of the 'festlvar are impressive 
to say nothing of student and faculty time and effort 
exerted in the preparations:- A program which costs this 
much in dollars and man hours and yet benefits so few 
students definitely demands reevaluation both on the 
part of those doihg the spending and those not reaping 
the bene^ts. 

The Festival of Fine Arts is an event which is not 
^aualled on any of the other State College campuses and 
it is an area in which Mansfield excels by far. Surely it 
is something the campus does not want to lose. 
' The committee, iff its preparations for next year's 
festival, will be reevaluating its form and continually 
trying to make it more valuable and available to the stu- 
dents of Mansfield State College. Perhaps then the stu- 
dents of Mansfield State College should start now to le- 
vamp their own values and maybe by planning ahead, and 
with a little faculty cooperation, find time to avail them- 
selves of this ^cultural opportunity when it is offered 
again next year. V*

There's Still Hope 

Since January a Joint Action Committee composed of 
representatives from the P^ainsyl^ia State Ecfeication 
Association, the Pennsylvania Pa!*il^ feachcrs' ^Aita^da- 
tion has been compiling a list of recommendatloM to 
freaent to the Pennsylvania State Legislature. Copies of 
proposed legislation will first be available to the 
public October 12. 

'Among these recommendations is a proposed salary . 
schedule. If this schedule should go into effect, a 
teacher with a bachelor's degree would begin at a l^alary 
of $4500 with an annual increment of $300 until he reached 
$600b. At this point he would receive an $800 increment 
and would continue to his maximum salary of $7400. 

The teacher holding a Master's degree would have a 
Tninimiim salary of $5000 with $300 increments until he 
reached $5600. At this ppint he also would receive $800 
and continue with annual $300 increments until he 
reaches his maximum salary of $8200. A Master's degree 
plus 30 credits will entitle the holder to ajgpniiun salary 
or $5500 and a maximum of $9000. 

The teacher with a Doctorate will rec^lS^^ & minimum 
salary of $6^ with the $300 increment until he reaches 
the ^800 mark where he wiH automatically jwoap to $76Q0 
and continue with $800 $mm^iW^ he m/im ^ 
ultimate of $10,000. 

To provide for this teacher salary increase a Broad 
Base Tax has been proposed. This will allow increased 
state reimbursement per teaching unit so that the various 
school districts will be able to bear the weight of the 
increased salaries. School Districts failing to conform to 
the salary increases would subsequently be penaUzed 
where it hurts — the state reimbursement! 

Another important proposal from the committee is that 
each school district contribute $26 per teacher employed 
to an "incentive fund." Each year outstanding teachers 
in the district would be awarded from the ''incentive 
fund," a sum of money relative to his educational contri- 
bution. This monetary reward would be in addition to 
his increment It is hoped that su<?h % stimulus would 
teltchers to higher pursuits of excellence. 

It is important that we as teachers and as future 
teachers be aware of this imminent legislation and its 
implications. This movement would help to plan educa- 
tion on the same states level as the other professions, thus 
putting education in its proper perspective as one of the 
most important functions in our modem world. 

However, we cannot just read this article and then sit 
back to say, *Tt certainly sounds good, but it will never 
pass." With this type of attitude tiie prediction is en- 
tirely correct We must get behind this movement and 
push; with the support of every teacher, administrator, 
and supervisor and individual, in Pennsylvania the bill 
would pass in high style. It Is Hke duty, right, and 
priv0egft;of every one of us ^ see that it does.

In the last few yean I am sure ' 
that all of tra have heard of 

^Soviet RuBsia'fi brutal suppression 
of religtbn. It is oidy natural 
for Amaricans to be shoelMd by 

^^mf: jkm'^^ tyrauMr t^iat rtrikea 
It i^i m feel a^ our "inalien- 
able rights as a man.** With this 
in mind I caimot Im^ M wo|fd«r 
why we have to Ihnc io far to 
^nd infrinsrementr on reJigious 
pceeAovaa and suppression of itidi- 
Viduai rights. Here at Mansfield 
the administration, although I 
am sur« they are doing it without 
specific intent, haa enforc- 
ing tliat same kind ol ]^^y that 
we all so soundly criticize: — the 
forcing of a religious doctrine upon 
the stodents regardless of their 
own beliefs or lack of beliefs.

doesn't really hurt anyone. But 
doeen't it? After all, how would 
you feel if at least once a week 
yon w«fe f<nM>y Up: tl^ to 

iorvieeT To be sure, I am^ not; 
forced to go to this "song fwt,** 
but then if I didn't go, I either 
have to give «p eating or make a 
pariah out of inyself . We should 
be especially careful of this type 
of coercion at a time when the 
school is boasting of its intema- 
tlonaMsm. 

T^tm will be soxne on this 
^Wa^pvm, including several of the 
administrators, who will argue that 
if we give this one person his 
way then ^e will be stopping the 
oth«r 99%^ ixt the student body 
from practicii^ their religion. 
This i& not true. I am not ad- 
vocating nor am I implying that 
anyone should give np his faith. 
What I am saying is that religion j 
is « .personaa . ,t%s that should, 
not be brought m ik public proper- 
ty and forced <ttpon tdl of the citi- 
zens of the state. 

All of you have something else 
to worry about, and that is what 
happens to your religion once the 
state (the college in this case) has 
the power to tell you which prayer 
you have to sing. Ask your own 
conscience whether or not this will 
cause a dilution of your Christian 
ethics? Also ask youxself wheth- 
er a prayer wltfch is said auto- 
matically is more useful than s 
silent prayer? 

I personally doii't care how you 
feel on this subjact. The point 
that I am tryhtg to make is taat 
it is time for all of us to decide 
in our hearts and minds the legd- 
ity of anyone telling us how to 
worship God. R^ember that 
America was made to be the 
great nation that she is today by 
allowing religious freedom to all 
denominations. Should we, herre 
at Mansfield, let that principle 
die?

Formation of the College Stu- 
dent Services, Inc.^ to supplement 
the Mansfield Cooperative <Sovem- 
ment Assodstion, was carried out 
-recently to correct ambiguities 
in the fiscal dperatfon of non- 
State activities at Mansfield State 
College and to create greater 
flexibility in college operations. 
President Rathgeber |iM eaqpUdaed 
to the Flashlight. 

The new agency follows a pat- 
tern clpvejoped «bout 16 yeats ago 
at'Millersville and Indiana State 
Colleges, the president said. Re- 
cent purchase of eight acres of 
land south of the campus with 
$16000 borrowed from the cdrpora" 
tion floating fund was the first 
important business transacted. 

"The Commonwealth was anx- 
ious to buy the land but gpvem* 
ment must of necessity move 
slowly," Dr. Rathgeber explained. 
"Through temporary use of this 
money which the Commonwealth 
will return, we were able to close 
this transaction." 

"MSG students may take pride 
in the fact that this fund made 
possible the purchase of this in- 
valuable level land which might 
otherwise have gone elsewhere." 



Referring to the Mansfield Co- 
operative Government Association, 
the president said certain legal 
aspects of it had never been spelled 
out and "the new corporation 
rests on firnv legal ground approv- 
ed by the courts of ttie Common- 
wealth." 

Charter Provides 

Among provisions of the 
corporation charter are these: 
That the corporation will 
be so organized that no profit can 
aecins to any private individual; 
the cerpohition. wilt have pdwer to 
purchase, hold, convey, or transfer 
real estate and personal property. 

It will provide fiscal direction 
for the Hut, Books^g^^^lfend- 
ing machines as ^M^^P^R stu- 
dent activity fund and carry out 
such other activities as the Boai^ 
of Directors may d^in desirable 
for student welfare. 

Members of the Board of Direc- 
tors are the college president,^ one 
member of the College Board of 
Tmistees, one member of the' fac- 
ulty or administration, the presi- 
dent of the Stud«nt Government 
Association, and the . collsge busi- 
ness manager.

In the past few years, we as students and citizens of 
this country have found ourselves disagreeing with one 
or more policies that the government has enacted. We 
have been outraged by the disgrace brought on our coun- 
try by the Little Rock inddent The fad; that Bussifn 
scientists preceded us in orbiting a satellite made us sit 
back and take a look at our waning world prestige. The 
senseless death of an 18 year old East German boy, as he 
lay bleeding to death in plain view of hundreds of people, 
Bome Americans, is only another example of the present 
world tension and the erosive stage to whidi it has 
developed. 

The list of such incidents would fill volumes, and I have 
neither the time nor the space. There is one thing, how- 
ever, that I do have — something we here all have — 
youth, and the chance to build a bet^ future out of the 
ruixia of today's world situation. 

Thia phase of our education, like the previous phase, 
will not last forever. It is time that we began to think 
of ourselves as a part of the group of people responsible 
for the world situation as it now stands, instead of passive 
spectators. Rather than sit idly by and criticize, let's do 
something about it I Remember, it is the same govern- 
ment that we shall be living under when we go to work, 
get married, and raise our children. The government 
isn't an intangible, theoretical thing; it is very real, and 
affects everyone of us in a very d&ect srase. 

What can we do? The answer is one we have all heard 
before — write! There wfll be a large majority of those 
who read this article who will say that they haven't got 
the time, and besides, what good would one letter from 
them do? To them I say this — they cannot afford not 
to take the time! What good would one letter tbit A 
M of good. The decisions and bills proposed by the 
Senators and Representatives in our congress are based 
on the feelings of the people they represent, but how can 
they possibly satisfy the majority when only a minority 
bothers to express £tk opinion? You, the voters of today, 
and those who soon will vote, put these men in office. If 
what they do does not satisfy you, it is your Constitu- 
tional privilege to replace them with someone who will 
However, if you neglect your duty as a citizen of what 
could well be the last free nation; if ym read of some- 
thing that angers you, and then do nothing about it but 
complain oyer your morning coffee; if you are tempted 

to vMte but put it dff , you are gpiilty of the direct persecution of 

freedom as much as if you had. joined the Gommuniit Party. In effect 
jfifu hare, because for every pen that lies idltf when controversial is- 
i lafla ragfB across the headline, freedom of government "of the people, 

by the people, and for the ptHople" slips one stcfp doser to the point 

where it will someday ''perish from the eftrth."

Romans Develop 
Pigskin Tilts

Wit^ .41|f^4^ball season in full 
swing Aibi^ of you are probably 
wondering when the game of foot- 
ball really started. Many of you, 
as well as myself, will probably 
be surprised to find out that a 
type CKf football was played back 
in B<»nan tiniM* 

Centuries passed before a game 
similar to football was played in 
England. Two hundred years later 
the English wero playing a game 
closely related to football, called 
rugby. It differed from football 
in that the ball was kicked in- 
stead of carried. In 1823 a player 
caught a ball in midr«ir and. 
started to run with it. This was the 
actual beginxdng of football. 

The first so-called football game 
was played in New Brunswick, 
NJ., foUowing the Civil War. If 
you had seen this game it would 
have looked strange to you, be- 
cause the teams played with a 
round ball. Instead of eleven men, 
there were t»iintardl«a-ja»-e»«fe 
team. 

Football, as we know it today, 
developed around 1906 with the 
invention of the forward pass. The 
rules were changed drastically 
until the contest was similar to 
the football game of today. After 
World War I.smaU coUeges began 
to dominate the football scene. 
The most important changing 
factor in football was the develop- 
ment of the T-Formation which 
was first used in 1940. Today, 
football is the sanke except for a 
few minor rule changes*

28. Dr. Fatemi is slated to weak 
at the 2 o'do^ assembly tliaf af- 
ternoon on the topic "Kational- 
ism in the Moslem World." 

Dr. Fatemi, bom in Persia, has 
an intimate knowledge of the 
problems of the Middle East and 
Africa. A direct descendent of 
the Pro|»het Muhammad's only 
daughtCKT, he is now Professor of 
Social Science at Fairleigh Dickin- 
son University. He has, at vari- 
ous times, claimed the distinctions 
of statesman, diplomat, author and 
educator. 

Grftdyatlng with honors from 
Stuart Memorial College in Iran, 
he later earned his Master's and 
Doctorate Degrees from Columbia 
University and the New School for 
Social Research. This Middle 
East authority has taught for 
five years at Pirinceton University, 
lectured widely at Amwican and 
Canadian universities, slid aiiibcns> 
ed five books in Persian, two in

Dtienta Coma^'vniiFls 

Dr. Fatemi was very active 
politically in Iran, being elected 
to the Iranian Plarliament in 1948. 
The organization of an anti-com- 
munist group which d^eated the 
Communist Party in one of that 
countrsr's industrial cities is also 
to be credited to him. 

This man represented Iran at a 
UNESCO Conference and" in the 
United Nations; he was also a 
member of the Iranian Mission to 
the Seieurity ^Cpnneil. 

He will be guest lecturer in Dr. 
Robert Harper's 8:30 a. m. history 
class October 28, speaking on 
the "Persian Empire and Zoroastri- 
anism," and is also scheduled to 
address an assemblage of geog- 
raphy students and other inter- 
ested persons at 10 o'clock in 
Room 201.

A cample attack of af|>endicitis hfid become a serious 
barrier to international understanding. 

Granted — this is probably an extreme example of the 
firoblemii^ encountered by an iiilliTiatioiial jBtudeiit in 
America, but even the small ones; Ike putting|ii||pi in 
the Coke machine or operating a ^ay toil^, c^n be 
frustrating when alone in a strange country with a 
strange language and strange customs. Alleviating this 
situation is one of the goals of l^e University Division of 
the People to People program. 

People to People is a nationwide effort chairmanned by 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower. The heart of the 
general People to People program is the Citizens Chapter 
made up^of adults in a local community. Activity of 
these groups inelude letter exchange, hobby exchange, 
international festivals, and tours. Eighty people from a 
small Mi^gan community toured Europe under Peoi^e 
t^'PwfB^ tl^ past year, stopping over with residents of 
their sister city in C^ermany. 

Where do students fit in? A special outgrowth inf 
this progfram, one that has been developed entirely by 
students, is the University Division which began on the 
campus of Kansas University. 

Local chapters of university People to People work in five major 
areas, all dealing either with international students on American 
etmpOMS or with American stodenta abroad. They are: 1) a hrolher- 
prostam, 2) a forum discussion, 8) hospitality (this involves ac- 
qoi^iiiig tlie student with communil^ and the nation, showing him 
what's here), 4) job placement and 5) American studeftts ahroads; /The 
work is done by local members with help from the Naldonal Exe^tive 
Committee and regional managers. 

It may appear a little ridiculoua to be thinking of such a program 
witli the aeeming futility of the world situation, but the very futility 
of the international picture means we must do something! Perhaps 
People to People could start small, seemiiigly isolated Mansfield to 
thitJrtng moni intanialioiadly.

A man is not an isolfl^ed object, 
soffieliiit unte himself; conse- 
quently, his life must be viewed 
in rela^n to the society in which 
he lives. Pietro Spina, in Silone's 
Bread and Wine, proves tWa point 
quite effectively, especii^Bir la his 
spiritual development. 

The best word, if we wish to 
choose one, that would run up 
the impulses beUba4 Spina's life, is 
freedom. In order for him to be 
happy, he must feel free to Uve 
out his life with inner harmony. 
Ironically, it is only at the time 
of his death that he achieves this 
ideal.. He felt that to be free he 
had to be entirely honest with 
himself, or he Mfpvid be bound 
forever to stagnation, with no 
chance of progress. It is for this 
reason that he abandoned the 
Catholic faith of his childhood and 
joined the Socialist movement, ^ 
under basically a religious im- 
pulse. "He is saved who frees 
his spirit from the idea of reaignia- 
tion to the existing disorder. 
Spiritual Ufe has always meant 
a capacity for dedication and self- 
sacrifice. In a society like ours 
a spiritual life must % a jivolu- 

Christ Figofe Suerges 

As we read this novel, we can 
see another Christ figure emerge. 
Spina had no true home; he 
could not compromiBe his prineii4*s 
for the sake of popularity; his 
vision is usually the point of em- 
phasis, an object of scorn and 
jealousy by ttioee who have 
neither the courage nor tjie vision 
to do the same. And just as 
Christ had to return to Jerusalem 
for his death. Spina had to return 
to his home land to clarify and 
fulfill the "Why" of his existence. 

As Spina left his home valley 
for the first time, he knew there 
was no hope of phvsical escape. 
He fled to the mountains, to death, 
yet also to the freedom he had 
been looking for since ofaBdhood. 
"The supreme act is to give Wie- 
self to find oneself, to lose oneself 
to find oneself And the final 
Spina reflected the total of Ife's 
relationships, intsgcated at laat in- 
to a being free of earih.

Without Forethought 

As of Tuesday, December 4, 1962, A'. D., 10:04 R M., the 
Women's Dormitory Council had submitted their resig- 
l&ation. An hour from now circumstances will be dif- 
l^^nt; by the time this is published even the future will 
^ past histoid ^eacl the fdUowhig with thii In mliid. 

Tuesday, November 27, the Council unpimously issued 
• grievance letter, and the majority of the members re- 
signed. The rest of the week was full of flaring tempers, 
innumerable meetings, and flying rumors. All resigna- 
tions were rejected by the udmipistratioii mc^pt tbpfif^ of 
P re siden t Bottjia Oeorge, wbo had previously announced 
her rei^jpation as of January when she'll be married, and 
Vice-President Shirley Troutman who is living in the 
home ec apartment this nine weeks and who will stii^entr 
teach off campus next semester. Both of these girls had 
already bifin replaced wjie^i a dormitory-wide vote fleeted 

^ the agitation became CAmpua-wide, the students were 
quite unified in demanding ^self -government, but motiva- 
tion varied : residents of North Hall demanded the return 
of certain privileges and duties ; many non-residents pur-^ 
sued the abstract light of sdf-government on principles 
alone; certain other non-residents saw this as a test case 
for South Hall and other colleges' potential problems; to 
many, thence dignified protest degenerated as a dash of 
personalities. 

The Council stated it would return to its duties when 
self-government was re-instated-and/or the Council was 
attd^^ a new adviser. The traditional adviser has been 
the Dean of Women. 

Dean of Women Morton has pointed out that a sti^nt 
council cannot be legally responsible for discipline, while 
administration has been freed from divulging information 
on students in certain court cases. She suggests a new 
ConsMtuMoti (the Council put this proposal Into effeet 
e^er this year when it app(^ted a committee to revise 
the Constitution) and a new governmental structure that 
will be more easily adaptable to the near-future-multi- 
dorm situation in Mansfield. (Note: Certain changes 
idready made have been toward this end.) 

To the few who seem to try to view the episode objec- 
tively, it appears that a stal^niate has evolved that wHl 
QOt be resolved until each side makes concessions, for it is 
noted that in the disciplinary question — which is basic 
tp the issue ■— the duly elected Ooundl admittedly should 
^view and have voiee ottrtaki matters; k)wever, if the 
-administration had lib veto, there would be no need for 
these positions, a fact seemingly disproved by the fact 
that no college exists without deans and administrators. 
One must also remember that the ultimate superior on 
campus, PSpeddent Rathgeber, has it in his power to de- 
f!^^ the iBigm an^ for aQ, aiid tMs would be beyond

Hm of this state, December 12, 
1962. 

First a Classical Seminary sup- 
ported by the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and now a State College 
looking foriMwrd to liberal nrts ex- 
pansion and graduate offerings, 
Mansfield has had a steady rate 
of progress for the hundred year 
interval in which it has been in 
eadatence. 

To Col. Joseph S. Hoard belongs 
the credit for first suggesting the 
establishment of an institution of 
higher learning that would be 
alMve the usual country academy. 
The matter was brought before 
the Quarterly Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church July 
9, 1854, during a camp-meeting 
hield at L. D. Seeley's farm in 
ttadlivan Goun^. It was decided 
that the school would be under the 
patronage of the East Genesee 
Conference of the above mentioned 
church. They proceeded to form a 
stock company wi^ shsres at $60 
each. 

Rtvalsd by Wellsbeio 

By August 8, 1864 eubscriptions 
had reached $6000. In the mean- 
time the citizens df Wellsboro con- 
cluded that an acadilny would be 
a great thing for their village. A 
warm contest between the two 
places resulted. In the end the com- 
missioners ^^Bkl^ Wnit of 
Mansfield. 

It charter was issued for the 
**Mansfield Classical Semfaiary." 
The first building was -,of brick, 
four etories high, and had a 100 
foot front, witlt, two vvtogs, each 
twenty-eight fee^ hl^. Tlie Semi- 
nary formally opened Jannai^ 7, 
1867, with 106 students. 

Building Bums 

The second term began April 16, 
1867, with 160 students. Six days 
later Iflie boikUng burned to the 
ground, the fire occurring about 
10 a. m. It was insured for $12,000. 
The night following the fire friends 
and promoters met ' and raised 
$4000. Work was belgun at o^ee 
and by September 1, , the greater 
portion of the South Building was 
finished. The panic of that year, 
the r^usal of one insurance 
eomiMny to pay imd the cdlapae 
of another made the trustees 
unable to meet the payments. 
Work was suspended and a long 
struggle with financial difficulties 
began. Finally enthusiasm bom 
of despair resulted in people spon- 
soring a benefit picnic at v^ich 
$4000 was subscribed. The sub- 
scriptions ranged from 25^ to $100. 
Movement Was Underway 

In the meanwhile a movement 
was ondarway to make the 
acadnhy a State Nornial School. 
During the winter of 1861-62. S. 
B. Elliot who was in the state 
legislature worked xealottsly 
toward that end. December.^ 11, 
1862, the examiners appointed by 
the governor, and by Dr. Bur- 
rosvbs. superintendent of eommon

examination reported favorably. 
December 12, 1862, the Mansfield 
Glawical Seminary pasteed out of 
existence and became the State 
Normal of the Fifth District. 

The Seminary building accepted 
by the state was the main ponlon 
of old South Hall, a brick st ruct ur e 
160 x60' end four stories Ugb* 
This was remodeled and mliMVed 
in 1889.
